According to the announcement pub 
lished in the GAZF.TTK a public mass 
meeting was held in Shattuck 
Hall, 
last evening. 


The 
audience 
commenced to as­ 
semble in good season and at 8 o'clock 
the building was well filled with a well 
dressed and intelligent appearing au­ 
dience comprised of both sexes about 
equal in numbers. 


S. K. Moffit of the Good Govern 
ment 
Club opened the meeting by 
making a few nppropriate remarks and 
then introduced 
President 
Kellogg of 
the State University as president of the 
evening. 


President Kellogg came forward and 
called upon 
Rev. Ketchum for a 
irayer. 
This gentleman arose in his 
seat and with much earnestness asked 
a blessing uopn 
those 
congregated 
and the duties they were called upon 
to perform. 


Upon the conclusion of the prayer 
President Kellogg made 
quite a long 
address stating the object of the meet­ 


ing was for the purpose of publicly en­ 
dorsing the action of our municipal 
officers in their efforts to break up the 
illicit sale or storage of intoxicating 
liquors within the T o w n of Berkeley. 
He said the law was passed by mem­ 
bers of the legislature who were not 
particularly temperance men but were 
men who thought it a wise law to have 
about Universities particularly 
where 
so many young people would otherwise 
be exposed to the many 
temptations 
which follow the saloon business. It 
protected them from intemperance the 
father of all evils. 
It was important 
that the law should be carried out. It 


was a matter of congratulation that the 
present officers of the town were so 
efficient and it made the hearts of the 
many people who had so long and 
faithfully fought this growing evil, glad 


for they could now see a beginning of 
the end in the destroying of this death, 
or worse than death, dealing traffic. 


Mr. W. H. Waste was then called 
upon and he described to some extent 


how the ordinance against the liquor 
business had been 
prepared. T h e 
town attorney, with the as«istance of 
other legal minds, had obtained copies 


of like ordinances which were in oper­ 
ation in many of the large cities in the 
East, and which had been legaily tested 


by some of the most brilliant 
lawyers 
in the country, and found to be strong 
enough not to be broken. 
From all 


of this data the present ordinance had 
been 
formulated. 
H e trusted the 
rourtj would sustain it. 
Heretofore 
it has been very troublesome to carry 
the law out. 
H e had just read a de­ 
cision in one of the upper courts where 
the fact that liquors, in quantity, found 
on premises, was sufficient prima facia 
evidence that it was kept for sale. A 
duty the citizens ol Berkeley owed to 
the municipality was, when the time 
came, not to refuse practically to do 
jury duty. 
They must throw aside a 
great deal and perform • service for 
the benefit of the whole community 
Furthermore, it would be unpleasant 


for a Court to have to fine people for 
contempt of Court if parties did not 
obey a judicial summons. 


General Wagner's name was called 
and in a few words, fitting the occa 
sion, he said he was a law abiding citi 


zen, and wanted to see all good and 
wholesome laws carried out. 


Professor 
George H . Howison of 
the University slated that while there 
•might be some question as to the ad­ 
visability of having a prohibitory law, 
he questioned the policy as to the 
value of the law. 
While he was op­ 
posed to prohibitory 
laws, as long as 
there were such he was in favor of 
carrying them out. A spirit of rebel­ 
lion arose within him when he was 
aware that what he should eat and 
drink was controlled by a law. H e 
believed indifference in the enforce­ 


ment of the laws showed a lack of 
fealty by the public and was really a 
greater rnme lhan the evil of drunken 
ness itself. 
He did not wish to ex­ 
press any feeling that he did not ap­ 
preciate the great evils of drunkeness. 


The 
evils of the present day are 
caused by not carrying out the laws. 


Prof. P. R. Boone felt full sympathy 


for the law and wanted it enforced and 
he 
further 
hoped that the electors 
would turn out in good numbers and 
vote for bonding the town for the pur­ 
pose of erecting a High School house. 


Professor Brown of the University 
also stated that his full sympathies were 
with the law and he hoped it would be 
carried out to its full extent. 


Rev. Geo. (.'. Hatch 
made a short 
speech which put the audience in good 
humor. 
He had noticed that 
when­ 
ever [prosecutions came forward that 
the same parties 'were always defend, 
ants. 
It looked to him that there 
must be some lire where there was so 
much smoke. 


Messrs. George M . Robertson and 
George W. Haight also made 
good 
speeches, following out the same line 
taken by the previous speakers. 


Marshal Lloyd was then called and 
in a few terse words stated that it was 
his intention to carry out the law as he 
understood it, which was to prevent 
the illicit sale of intoxicating liquors in 
any part of Berkeley. 


Justice 
James in that 
becoming 
manner so proverbial with him, stated 
briefly that he should do his duty in 
the premises to the extent of his abil­ 
ity, and hoped in the end that his own 
conscience would be satisfied and at 
the same time the people of Berkeley 
would be satisfied with his administra­ 
tion of the law. 


S. E. Moffett then 
read some reso- 
utions specially prepared 
which were 
unanimously adopted by the people en 
masse. 
T h e meeting then adjourned. 
All 
were well pleased and retired to 
their 
homes in a very good state of 
mind.

Story of t h e Plttsleys and T h e i r 


Physical Peculiar!*.!**. 


SiDoe »be appeuranoe of albino girls 
in side shows and dime ransenms the 
general pnblic haa indulgred in consid­ 
erable specnlation as to where the man­ 
agers of these freak aggregations pro­ 
cure their frizzy huircd specimens. Al­ 
though seldom met with at sother places, 
there is at Cape Cod a settlement of 
these pink eyed and white haired peo­ 
ple. 
For generations the Pittsley fam­ 
ily, known in the section as the "white 
haired 
Pittaleys," have been albino. 
They hnve intermarried, nnd, althongh 
clannish in the extreme, years ago took 
into the family fold u man named Rey­ 
nolds, in whose children the peculiarity 
cropped ont, and added the "white 
haired Reynolds" to the little army of 
Cape Cod's hnman curiosities. 
Until 
quite recently a dozen or. 15 Pittsley 
albinos might have been found within 
half as many milos of each other and 
sometimes under the same roof. But the 
families in which there are albinos have 
scattered lately and spread over the 
most lonely parts of ^he country from 
Freetown to Wareham, at the entrance 
to Cape Cod. 


The museum albino and the albino in 
real life have little in common. The 
albino at home is disappointing. His 
or her hair isn't crimped to the muse­ 
um limit. It doesn't stand out a la Cir­ 
cassian. 
In the natural Pittsley state 
the albino hair is dingy, because they 
don't know any better, and if they did 
they probably wouldn't adopt the mod­ 
ern methods of washing hair. 


The eyes of the albino in this region 
prove their albinism beyond question. t 
They are usually described as pink, like 
rabbits' eyes. They are extremely weak 
and almost closed, so that it is difficult 
to get a square look into the eye itself. 
When the eye is opened, the lid is lifted 
only for a second, and it takes a quick 
look to discover that the pupil is dark 
red and surrounded with a lighter red 
ring, while the ball of the eye is pale 
pink and surrounded with the pinkish 
rim of the eyelid. 
The effect would be 
thoroughly pink if the eye remained at 
rest. It is almost impossible to obtain 
a direot look into the eye, because from 
the eye of the healthy albino red lights 
seem to dart, while the pupil quivers 
and dilates and seems to move unceas­ 
ingly. 


It is over a century and a half since 
the appearance of the first albino waa 
reoorded in the Pittsley tribe. 
Since 
that time probably more than 100 have 
been born bearing this name or having 
mothers from this family. At one time 
it is estimated that only a few less than 
60* albinos were living within a radios 
of 25 miles. 
Barnnm might here have 
held an albino congress if he had been 
able to engage all of these people with 
the wonderful wine red pnpilB. • It has 
always been among the legends of the 
county that the great showman did re- 
omit his collection from this locality, 
bnt tonay the proud Pittsleys deny in­ 
dignantly that Barnnm ever had money 
enough to engage even one of them to 
pose in public. 


The origin of the family is connect­ 
ed with one of the wickedest episodes 
of the early history of the new world. 
There is even a chance that perhaps 
•ome Pittsjey was a relative or friend 
of the sweet and pious Evangeline. 
When the English deported from the 
vales of Acadia the families of ^French 
neutrals and scattered them in almost 
every settlement from the mouth of the 
Ponobscot around to Louisiana, Free­ 
town, which was near the colony of 
Plymouth, hud not been aSle to send its 
full quota of men to the army. 
80 in 
the distribution of the French 
from 
Acadia 15 men, with some women and 
children, were IehrtTlTreetown. The 
bitterest of all was the separation and 
splitting up of families. 
The people 
we*S filled with dejection, and the poor­ 
est of them apparently built some rude 
lodges in the forests and took no care 
how they lived. 
None spoke their Ian 
guage. 
They were strangers in habits 
and manners. 
Men had been separated 
from wives and daughters, and wives 
left w-ithout their husbands. 


Just what the name of the French 
neutral ancestor of the albino Pittsleys 
may have been no research has ever re­ 
vealed. On the town records', until with­ 
in 50 years, the name has been Piggsley. 
In many cases the name Piggsley has 
been oorrupted into "Hoggsley " 


The first appearance of pink eyes and 
white hair was in a Robert Pittsley 
somewhere in the first half of the eight­ 
eenth century. 
Some place it as early 
as 1781. From that time down ilic al­ 
bino characteristics have been i-unoiu- 
ually reproduced. It is hi-lii-ved that 
oontinual iutermarritiK'' 1I;LS hern large­ 
ly instrumental in handing down the | »J, 
pink eyes and white hair. The Pi its leys | "" 
were olannish. 
They wouldn't mingle j 
l l u 


with other 
families, much less take | 
wives from them. 
They clubbed by 
themselves, but oftener one family made 
a home fpr itself in some deserted house 
or Jacket house in a lonely part of the 
woods or.out of the way end of a town­ 
ship. They rarely carat) to town to live. 
In their ways aad their love of outdoor 
life those people show many of the char­ 
acteristics of the gypsy, and another I 
point which allies thorn to the wander 
ing clans is their anility to "swap" 
horBes, a business at Which most all of 
the males are experts. 
They are illiter 
ate and account for their physical pc 
ouliarities by the theory that one of their 
ancestors had his Jmirturii white after a 
fright and bequeathed his curious hir 
auto possession to his childreu.—Phila 
delphia Times.
